CHEESETO BE MADE LATER

ALLENDALE, Ill. Oct. 6.—Experi- 
ments in the rasing of milch goats at 


Allendale will, if successful, establish a | 


new industry for Illinois. 

Besides providing for invalids and in- 
fants a new and exceedingly beneficial 
diet, the formation of a large number of 
goat dairies in the northwestern part 
of the. State will, it is declared, foster 
the making of fine cheese. 

In the past attempts have been made 
in the Fox River Valley to introduce su- 
pertor breeds of milch goats, but the ex- 
periments proved a failure owing to the 
half-hearted way in which they were 
undertaken, The present attempt at 
Allendale, however, has been made 
scientifically and the promoters of the 
scheme are sanguine as to its final 
BUCCESS. “3 

The market for goat's milk in St. 
louis will probably for many years be 
confined to invalids and infants, those 
in charge of the experiment declare, 
Although goat's milk is in many ways 
superior to cow’s milk for general do- 
mestic- consumption, the demand from 
hospitals and nurseries would probably 
be so great-at first that no other market 
cculd be accommodated, 

li Is Fine for Invalids. 
and infants the dietary 
value of goat's milk has never been 
questioned. The milk is said to be 
more easily assimilated than the prod- 
uct of the cow and also of greater nu- 
tritive value, measure for measure.

For invalids 


of goat’s milk as from. the necessity of 


above the sea level. For 
babies whose systems have refused to 
assimilate -cow’s mitk the milk of the 
goat has proved very beneficial. 

It is being proved here that to rear 
goats whose milk is fit for human con- 
sumption, something more than a diet 
of the proverbial tomato can and circus 
poster is necessary. Pasturage at which 
not even the aristocratic cow would ele- 
vate her nose must be provided for the 
aristocratic. goat. : 

Hiliy uplands, the grazing qualities of 
which are superior to those of the va- 
eant lots in St. Louis quarry districts, 
but not of very great value for horses 
and catile, can. be used to advantage 
for the more plebian goat. The reason 
that the milk of the present St. Louis- 
raised goat is not very good, say the 
experimenters here, is that the diet of 
the animals has been insufficient and 
of improper quality. Animals which are 
acavengera do not produce milk which 
‘is good for human consumption, say the 
local goat dairymen. 

To a certain extent the value Of im- 
ported cheese is due to the goat # milk 
of which they are made. If the same 
materials were available in this coun- 
try, cheese approaching in excellence the 
product of Europe could be made, {ft is 
asserted. 

Will Boom Our Cheese Industry. 


Although to the lover of Camerbert or 
Roquefort, it seems doubtful if any 
American imitation of the cheese of 
France ang Switzerland would be com- 
parable with the genuine, it is certain 
that the American imitations could be 
inyproved by the Introduction of gvat’s 
milk isto the tndustry. This is what 
the enthusiastic backers of the Allen- 
dale experiments hone to do. 

Goat's milk is slightly sweeter than 
cow's, and s0 does not meet with 
quite so great a general acceptance as 
its competitor. For domestic con- 
sumption in any very large degree the 
Allendale residents who use it say 
that gbat’'s milk will be high-priced 
if St. Loutls takes to it as the local 
people ido. 

Wher fed upon proper. grasses and 
grains, a well-bred milk goat will 
give about two quarts of milk a day. 
The animal is milked three times a 

av. Two goats are said to furnish 
sufficient milk for a family. 

Many highlv-bred gwouts are import- 
ed into America for the constant use 
of invalids who are unable to bear a 
change of milk. When the invalid 
travels, the goat is taken along, and 
so the milk supply is kept uniform. 
Although it might be considered rath- 
er difficult to travel with even a goat, 
a journey with such an animal would 
certainly be preferable to a trip with 
a cow,

A Good Signal Giver. 


A good signal giver must, first of all, 
learn to give his signals evenly and 
smartly.

still, rang in hi# soul once more, 

“It is the spring in California,”” he thought with 
@ sigh, that curled at the edge. “However” (life had 
made him philosophical) ‘tthe moments of unreason- 
able happiness are the most enviable no doubt, for 
there is neither gall nor satiety in the reaction, All 
this is as enchanting as—well, as a woman’s prom- 
fse. What lies beyond? Illiterate and mercenary 
Spaniards, vicious natives and boundless ennui, one 
may safely wager. But if all California 1s as beau- 
tiful as this, no man that had spent a winter fh Sitka 
should ask for more.” 

In the extent and ‘variousness of his travels Re- 
ganov had seen nature more awesome of feature but 
never more fair. On his immediate right as he sailed 
down the straits toward the narrow entrance to be 
known as tlie Golden Gate, there was little to in- 
terest save the surf and the masses of outlying rocks 
where the seals leaped and barked; the shore be- 
yond was sandy and low. But on his left the last of 
the Northern mountains rose straight from the water, 
the warm red of its deeply indented cliffs rich in 
harmony with the green of slope and height. There 
was not a tree; the mountains, the promontories, the 
hills far down on the right ‘beyond the sand dunes, 
looked like stupendous waves of lava that had cooled 
into every gracious line and: fold ‘within the art of 
relenting nature; ages after, granted a light Coat 
of verdure to clothe the terrible mystery of birth.

“Humph!" said Rezanov, and moved his shoulder 
in an uncontrollable gesture of dismissal. But the 
spell of the April morning was broken, although the 
learned doctor was not to be the only offender. 

The Golden Gate is but a mile in width and the 
ewift current carried the Juno toward a low promon- 
tery from whose base a shrill cry suddenly ascend- 
ed. Rezanov, ratsing his glass, saw that what he 
had taken to bea pile of fallen rocks, was a fort 
and that a group of. excited men stood at its gates. 
Once tore the plenipotentiary on a delicate mission, 
he ordered the two naval officers sailing the ship to 
come forward, and retired to the dignified isolation 
of the cabin.

JEFFERSONVILLE, Ind., Oct. 6.— 
The managers of the Indiana Reform- 
atory have authorized the purchase of 
another printing press for use in the 
printing trade school, and it will be used 
in printing a daily paper, to take the 
place of the Reflector, a weekly, that 
has been edited fer several years by 
Charles Reeder, instructor in the print- 
ing trade school, s 

The purpose of this paper its to give 
the convicts the creatn of important 
news, while all sensational matters will 
be barred.

Reflector has already adopted the reform 
epelling, and this will be followed in the 
few venture. 

‘The managers also authorized a trade 
echool for the manufacture of shoes, 
formerly a leading industry in the in- 
stitution under the contract system. 
Statistics are nearly completed, show- 
ing that the institution has lived within 
its appropriations and has returned 
tnoney to the State from every depart- 
ment with the. exception of the main- 
tenance fund, which has barely proved 
sufficient. 


[Kansas Prison School Instructs 
in All Grades, From 
Primer Up.

TOPEKA, Kan., Oct. 6.—W. H. Has- 
kell, Warden of the State Penitentiary, 
purchased a large number of school text 
books for use amapg the convicts of the 
prison. The purchases range from prim- 
ers to algebras and histories. 

‘*At present I am particularly inter- 
ested in getting our school for con- 
victs well established,’’ he said, ‘‘and 
I ‘sincerely hope that the Legislature 
follow my recommendations and make 
an appropriation which will enable us to 
hire outside instructors and conduct a 
night school. At present we have the 
classes only on Sunday, and we are 
compelled to get along with convict in- 


structors, 

“We have convicts 40, 50 and 60 years 
of age who can hardly write their 
names.

Talks on Teeth 


By B. I, REX, M. D., D. D. S. 


Helpless Dentists Ex- 
tracts Loose Teeth 


The first noteworthy achievement in dent- 
istry was the discovery of rubber plates, and 
this was quickly followed by the equally note- 
worthy discovery of bridge work. The latter 
is the most commonly used now and through 
it the gold so universally used in dentistry 
became a fad. About ten years ago it be- 
came a positive rage in America and it seemed 
that every other person one met had gold 
placed somewhere on their teeth. 

Bridge work was well enough in Its way, 
but I believed that it was not the best that 
was possible. The principle of the thing 1!s 
that ife¢you have one or two or three teeth 
in a row that are loose and falling out, or se 
decayed that the old-style dentist would pre- 
fer to extract them, these teeth would be ex- 
tracted and artificial ones put in their place. 
These artificial teeth would not be set perfect- 
ly into the gums or into the alveoli, but 
would be fastened by a gold bridge on both 
sides of a good tooth. The good tooth would 
have to be capped with a gold crown, and 
gold would also be run on the back of the 
teeth, and in this way the bridge formed, with 
one gocd tooth on either @de supporting the 
artifical teeth in between. For instance, in 
the very best case of bridge work two teeth 
lave to do the work of the entire bridge, 
Which certainly is not That is 
bridge work, briefly told. 

The first objection to bridge work is that 
it is not permanent. It may last three or 
four years, and it may not last that many 
months. There is no certainly whatever about 
it. The other objections are that the process 
is painful with the torture always threaten- 
ing that the work may soon have to be done 
over again. It is very conspicuous—and we 
do not all, I hope, Mike to have the world 
know our private affairs. It is uncleanly, 
for food gets under the bridge and in the 
course of time fermentation sets in. This 
produces an inflammation and makes it nec- 
essary to remove the work. There are still 
other objections, but these should be enough 
to convince anyone that if there is a better 
Way that better way should certainly be 
adopted. 

So much for the subject of bridge work. 
Now, with regard to loose and falling teeth. 
The average dentist makes no effort to do 
more for a loose tooth than to pull it. He 
does not know what else to do. Such a thing 
aa attempting to save it does not occur to 
him, simply because he has never heard of 
its being done. With me it was different— 
for that very reason I thought its being done, 
and eventually succeeded in doing it, 

With diseases of the gums the average 
dentist—and I include the profession as a 
whole in the term ‘‘average’’—is still more 
at sea. In the case of a discharge of pus 
from the gums, technically known as pyorrhea 
alveclaris, they are utterly lost. They say 
it cannot be cured. I gay it can, beenuse I 
am doing it successfully right along. 

Third, when it comes to a question of a 
plate -of false teeth the dentist is ever ready. 
That is something he likes to do, because it 
takes mechanical ingenuity. He has pro- 
fessional pride in making a ‘‘good’’ set of 
teeth. Does he ever stop to think of the 
misery he will cause that person who has 
fo wear his infernal plate? And as a rule 
it is wholly unnecessury, as for the purpose 
of making the set the dentist often removes 
ae many as a dozen teeth, which could just 
as well be permanently saved. But they do 
not know how to do it, there is the trouble,

When he 
met Shelikov, the Siberian fur merchant and trader, 
during the latter's visit to St. Petersburg in 1738, 
he was @ young man with little interest in life out- 
side of its pleasures, and a patrimony that enabled 
him to command them to no great extent and barely 
to maintain the dignity of his rank.

The accidental acquaintance rip- 
ened into intimacy, Rezanovy became a partner in the 
Shelikov-Golikov Co., and married the daughter of 
his new friend, After the death of his father-in-law, 





in 179, his ambitions and business abilities, now 


the brain of a man who had little in common with: 


the lamentable condition of the creatures in the} 


fully awake, prompted him to obtain for himself 
and his partners rights analogous to those granted by 
England to the East India Co. Shelikov had won 
little more than half the power and privileges he 
had solicited of Catherine, alttiough he had amalga- 
mated the two leading companies, drawn in several 
others, and built ships and factories, the latter pro- 
tected by forts. And if the regnant merchants 
made large fortunes, the enterprise in general suf- 
fered from the rivalries between the various Com- 
panies, and above all from lack of imperial support. 

Rezanov, his plang made, brought to bear all the 
considerable influence he was. able to command, 
called upon all his resources of brain and address, 
and brought Catherine to the point of consenting to 
sign the charter he needed. Before it was ready for 
the imperial signature she died. Renazov was forced 
to begin again with her ill-balanced and intractable 
son. Natalie Shelikov, his famous mother-in-law, 
the old shareholders of the company and the many 
new ones that had subscribed to Rezanov’s ambitious 
project, gave themselves up to despair. For a time 
the outlook was dark. The personal enemies of 
Rezanov and the bitter and persistent opponents of 
the companies threw themselves eagerly into the 
scale with tales of the brutality of the merchants 
and the threatened extirpation of the fur-bearing an- 
imals. Paul announced his intention to abolish all 
the companies and.close the colonies to traders big 
and little. 

But the enemy had a very subtle antagonist in 
Rezanov. Apparently dismissing the subject, he ap- 
plied Himself to gaining a personal ascendancy Over 
the erratic but impressionable Czar. No 8ne in the 
opposing camp\could compare with him in that fine 
palance of charm and brain which was his peculiar 
gift, or in the adroit manipulation of a mind pro- 
pelled mainly by vanity. He studied Paul’s moods 
and character, discovered that after some senseless 
act of oppression he suffered from a corresponding re- 
morse, and was peculiarly susceptible to any plan 
that would increase his power and add lustre to his 
name. The commercial and historic advantages of 
prosperous Northeastern possessions were artfully in- 
stilled. At the opportune moment Rezanov laid be- 
fore him a scheme, mature in every detail, for a 
great company that would add to the wealth of Rus- 
sia, and convince Europe of the sound commercial 
sense and unmortal wisdom of its sovereign. With- 
out more ado he obtained his charter. 

This momentous instrument granted to the ‘‘Rus- 
sian-American Co. Under Our Highest Protection,” 
“full privileges, for a.period of 20 years on the coast 
of Northwestern America, beginning from latitude 55 
degrees north, and including the chain of islands ex- 
tending from Kamchatka northward, and southward 
to Japan; the exclusive right to all enterprises, 
whether hunting, trading or building, and to new 
discoveries; with strict prohibition from profiting 
from any of these pursuits, not only to all parties 
who might engage in them on their own responsi- 
bility, but also to those who formerly had ships and 
establishments there, except those who have united 
with the new company.” All private traders who re- 
fuse to join the company were to be allowed to sell 
their property and depart in peace. 

THus was formed the first Trust Company of Amer- 
ica; and the United States never has had so formida- 
ble a menace to her territorial greatness as in this 
Russian nobleman who paced that night the wretched 
deck of the little ship he had bought from one of 
her skippers. Perturbed in mind at his recent fail- 
ures and immediate prospects, he was no less deter- 
mined to take California from the Spaniards either 
by absorption or force. 

On his way from New Archangel to San Francisco 
he had met with his second failure since leaving St. 
Petersburg. It was his intention to move to the Sit- 
Kan. colony down to the mouth of the Columbia 
River, not only pressed by the need of a more benefi- 
cent soil, but as a first insidious advance upon San 
Francisco Bay. Upon this trip it would be enough 
to make a survey of the ground and bury a copper 
plate inscribed: ‘‘Possession of the Russian Empire.’’ 
The Juno had encountered terrific storms. After 
three desperate attempts to reach the mouth of the 
river, Rezanov had been forced to relinquish the en- 
terprise for the moment and hasten with his diseased 
and almost useless crew to the nearest port. It was 
true that the attempt could be made again later, but 
Rezanov, sanguine of temperament, was correspond- 
ingly depressed by failure and disposed to regard it 
as an ill-omenm. 

An Ambassador inspired by heaven could have ac- 
complished no more with the Japanese at that medie- 
val stage of their development than he had done, and 
the most indomitable of men cannot yet control the 
winds of heaven; but sovereigns are rarely governed 
by logic, and frequently by the favorite at hand. The 
privilege of writing personally to the Czar, in his 
case, meant more and less than appeared on the 
surface. It was a measure to Keep the reports of 
the company out of the hands of the Admiralty Col- 
lege, its bitterest enenry, and always jealous of the 
civil service. Nevertheless, Rezanov knew that he 


‘had no immediate reason to apprehend the loss of 


Alexander's friendship and esteem; and if he placed 
the company, in which all the imperial family had 
bought shares, on a sounder basis than ever before, 
and doubled its earnings by insuring the health of 
its employes, he would meet, when in St. Petersburg 
again, with practically no opposition to his highest 
ambitions. These ambitions he deliberately kept. jn 
a fluid state for the present. Whether he _ should 
aspire to great authority in the Government, or 
choosé to rule with the absolute powers of the Czar 
himself these already vast possessions on the Pa- 
cific—and to whose expansion there need be no limit 
within the boundaries of his own will—would be de- 
cided by events. All his inherited and cultivated in. 
stincts yearned for the brilliant and-complex civijliza- 
tions of Europe, but the new world had taken a firm 
hold upon his humaner and appealed more insidiously 
to his despotic. Moreover, Europe, torn up by that 
human earthquake, Napoleon Bonaparte, would lose 
the greater half of its sweetness and savor.

| Americans Resent Name Given 
Band of 4000 Cowardly 
Robbers. —

PARIS, Oct. 6.—The Apaches—not the 
American Indians of that name, but a 
more blood-thirsty tribe than those 
men of the plains ever were—have Paris 
terrorized as completely as was ever 
an American frontier town. Except on 
| the best lighted and most frequently 
police patrolled streets, persons do. not 
venture out at night except in parties 
of three or more, when they can avoid 
it. This diffidence of citizens who car- 
ry small or large sums of money has 
had the effect of making fewer mur- 
ders in the outlying districts, but it has 
moved the scene of the Apaches’ mid- 
night operations further downtown, 

step by step. 

Scarcely a day goes by and rarely 
& week passes without some crime of 
this outlaw element coming to notice in 
the newspapers. And many of their 
crimes never come to public knowledge 
am all. 

It is said that there are about 4000 of 
these ruffians who have found that they 
can live without working in this capital, 
and they proceed to do so, killing men 
and women without hesitation in the 
pursuit of their ends. They commit 
murders in the streets and in buildings 
indiscriminately, business. places or 
domiciles, merely to get possession of 
money. The police know all about them, 
and let them alone till after the crime 
is committed. 

Americans Resent Name. 


The name Apaches, which is univers- 
allY applied to them, may be an out- 
growth of _the time when the violent 
deeds of the American Apaches were of 
| frequent mention in the news of the 
'day, or it may have had some other 


' origin. The French do not use the term 
‘as meaning merely ‘‘Indians,”’ in 
sense that “Indian” is now sometimes 
used in American slang, but specifically 
to describe those assassins who do not 
work, who prowl in small bands, mainly 
at nicht, and who shoot or stab a per- 
son apparently as an agreeable pastime 
In the course of a robbery, even when 
they do not murder. 

An American who has but lately 
passed out of this world was planning 
before he died to write a protest against 
the employment of this Indian name to 
designate the Paris thugs. He regarded 
‘it as an outrage against the American 
Indians, and wanted to clear them of 
ithe imputation of being so contemptible 
‘as these Apaches of Paris. 

Saturday, Sept. 8. a feeble old woman, 
who had considerable means, was mur- 
‘dered in her home here by a young fel- 
low who called there, saying that he 
was sent by her married daughter to get 
‘the latter’s parasol. The fellow was a 
brother of a little boy who, up to @ 
‘couple of days before, had been em- 
ployed by the woman's son-in-law, and 
itherefore he was admitted. 


A Typical Crime. 


The woman was alone, and he mur- 
dered her and took her money, jewelry 
| and laces. The parasol for which he had 
| asked was found beside her body. 

*s a haunt of the Apaches, of whom 
he was one, the murderer was arrested 
ion the following Sunday evening. The 
| police do catch criminals after the act 
here. He is 16 years old. With him was 
his mistress, age 26, wearing some of 
‘the property of the murdered woman, 
| The crime had been planned by the 
| murderer’s 12-year-5id brother, the little 
| boy, who had been employed by the old 
|woman’s son-in-law, and whom §_ she 
‘herself had many times befriended. The 
term employed is used advVisedly. The 
boy wouid not do any real work, but he 
iwas tolerated and paid because he was 
amusing, with a sort of gamin impu- 
dence, and his mother was a worihy 
serving woman known to his employer. 

Both brothers and the woman, who 
was the elder’s companion, are in cus- 
tody. Of such are the Apaches of Paris. 

Alibi Always Ready. 

This 16-year-old criminal told the 
commissary of police that he was inno- 
cent and had spent Saturday afternoon 
in a concert hall, which he named, with 
comrades whom he could designate. 
This form of alibi is usual with the 
Apaches. He was a young workingman, 
'he said, who, after he should have done 
his military service for the country, had 
only one wish, to be a policeman, as he 
detested criminals. 

When the evidence showed him that 
he wus found out he changed his attu- 
tude abruptly, but calmuy, acknowledged 
the crime and said that with $000—pro- 
ceeds of the murder and rob p—he 
and two companions were to have gailed 
soon for America. 

From time to time the n

permits the Apaches’ murderous activ- 
ity in the streets and the boulevards;

It may be because the 
Apaches go in groups that the Paris 
police at night are always found in 
pairs, 

The Paris authorities believe that 
safety requires two police together dur- 
ing the night, a plan which makes it 
possible to patrol only half the territory 
which the present force might cover, or 
have the territory patrolled only half 
as often as it might be. The pol ce 
know the gathering places, the resorts 
of the Apaches, and it is their method 
to leave these undisturbed, because 
when they want an Apache for a crime, 
such as the murder before told of, they 
know where to go to find him. 

In that case, however, the evidence al- 
most immediately placed in their hands 
informed them of the identity of the 
individual they wanted. It fs not al- 
ways so. The assaults by Apaches have 
become so common that the newspapers 
might have a rubber stamp formula for 
recording them, and most often no ar- 
rests are heard of.

Suit for That Amount Is Based 
on Burdette’s Insurance 
Policies. 








COMPANIES SAY SUICIDE 





Death Was Caused by 


Assassins, 

EUFAULA, I. T., Oct. 6—The ad- 
ministrators of tne estate of Joshua 
Burdette of this piace nave instituted 
suit to force the payment of insurance 
policies which Burdette carried to the 
aniount of $135,000, and the case is be- 
fought. 

The death of Joshua Burdette oc- 
curred several months ago. He carried 
life insurance afounting to $200,000, and 
some of the insurance companies _§re- 
fuse to pay the policies on the ground 
that Burdette was not killed, but that 
he committed suicide for the purpose 
of benefiting his estate. 

The principal def@ndant in this suit is 
the Penn Mutual Insurance Co,, in 
which Mr. Burdette carried $100,000 in- 
surance, Other companies carrying 
policies amounting to $35,000 have re- 
fused to pay, but the companies that 
carried the other $65,000 have paid over 
the money. 

Mr. Burdette was president of the Eu- 
faula National Bank and was alSo a 
merchant, doing a large business. He 
was known all over the territory, hav- 
ing been active in politics for a good 
many years. He had also a good many 
bitter enemies. One night, while his 
wife was in Muskogee attending the 


‘theater, Mr. Burdette stepped out into 
his back yard and was shot in the head 
with a revolver and killed. 

The insurance companies assert that 
they have some evidence that he killed 
himself, though no weapon was found 
near. When Burdette died his head 
was resting on the well curb. The in- 
surance companies asserted that he had 
placed himself in that position in order 
that when he shot himself the weapon 
would drop in the well. 

They caused the well to be searched, 
but at the time it was announced ;fthat 
no weapon was found in the bottom. 
The well was guarded for days. 

The~insurance company sent expert 
witnesses to examine the body before 
it was buried and it is asserted that 
these witnesses will show that the re- 
volver which killed Burdette was with- 
in two feet of his head when it was 
dise harged. Friends of Burdette say 
that it is as clear a case of assassina- 
tion as has ever been recorded and that 
the talk of suicide is absurd. 

While Mr. Burdette was doing a large 
businéss, it was found that he also had 
large liabilities as well as credits and 
when his estate was ready for set®2- 
ment. his wealth was not as large as 
was generaly believed. 

The provisions of his will were rather 
unusual. They directed that his wife, 
who is a handsome woman, should have 
certain property amounting to $38,000 
and an income of $2000 a year. In case 
she shoula marry again this income 
was to be reduced to $100 a year. There 
were no children, and the remainder of 
the estate was left to various relatives. 


TEXAS WEED FINE 
FOR FUEL ALCOHOL.

SAN ANTONIO, Tex., Oct. 6.—Much in- 
terest has been aroused here over the 
announcement that preparations are be- 
ing made for the manufacture of fuel 
in the shape of denatured alcohol, which 
is to be made from a plant which grows 
in West Texas and is known as sotol. 
The attention of scientists in this city 
has been enlisted in the matter and ex- 
periments are to be made. Sotol grows 
on almost évery hill in West Texas and 
is one of the best producers of alcohol. 
The discovery of the commercial value 
of sotol bids fair to start a phenomenal 
rise in all sotol-producing lands. A 
company has been formed to expertl- 
ment in the practical uses of sotol.

Schrand, driving a buggy without a 
top, behind a lively horse, was first 
sighted at Eighth street and Bond ave- 
nue. There a young married woman and 
a girl stood on the corner waiting for a 
ear. Schrand drove his buggy close to 
the curb. 

“Get in, girl; 
“Get in, I say.’ 

The women moved as though to flee 
from him. Schrand turned his horse 
upon the sidewalk.

TATE CAMPAIGN 
AT CHILLICOTHE 


Ten Thousand Attracted to 
Town and Opera House 
Is Packed. 





EXECUTIVE IS EMBRACED 


After Address on Corporation 
Evils Big Love Feast 
Is Held, 





DID NOT MENTION SENATE 





Rumor That He Would An- 
nounce His Candidacy Did 
Not Materialize.

(HILLICOTHE, Mo., Oct. 6—Gov. 
Joseph W. Folk opened his campaign 
of speech-making in; Missouri at the 
Luella Opera House here today. It was 
the greatest ,political meeting that has 
been held in this county for ® years, if, 
indeed, it has ever been paralleled in 
North Missouri. 

Ten thousand people were in the city. 
The Opera HouSe was packed, stage, 
wings, galleries, aisles and foyer, with 
as many standing as were sedated, and 
on the outside Mere were twice as many 
disappointed people who had come long 
distances to see and hear the Governor. 

All streets leading out from the pub- 
lic square were lined with hundreds of 
vehicles. It was mostly a crowd of 
farmers. 

The city people were too busy attend- 
ing to the record-breaking Saturday 
business to attend to politics. Such a 
solid blockade . of conveyances was 
never before witnessed in the streets of 
Chillicothe. 

After a speech at the Opera House, 
people gathered about the Governor, 
some embracing him, others clinging to 
his hands, and one baldheaded man, who 
said he had never voted in his life, came 
all the way om Marcelline, 40 miles 
over in Linn County, to hear Folk, and 
promised the Governor he would vote 
this fall, being under the impression, 
after hearing the speech, that Folk is 
himself as a candidate. 

There was a rumor that the Governor 
would announce himself as a candidate 
for the Senate, but so far as anything 
the Governor said, either in his speech 
or conversation, he might not have 
known there was such an office in Mis- 


sourt. 
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Speech tn Full. 


The Governor reviewed the legislative 
acts of last sesssion and said: 

“The State should control the rates 
charged the public, not only by rail- 
roads, but by all public service corpora- 
tions, ier oon all street railways, elec- 
tric, gas, telephone, telegraph companies 
and kindred corporations controlling 
public utilities. I would suggest that a 
commission be provided for to fix the 
rates according to the actual amount Ifn- 
vested, allowing reasonable return for 
labor, skill and genius. This would ex- 
clude all water from the stock of these 
corporations, on which the publie is now 
comopelled unjustly to pay dividends. 

“The State that charters these corpo- 
rations has the right to control these 
rates, and the necessity of exercising 
the right is manlfest. 

“While the charges on railroads are 
regulated to some extent now, when it 
comes to street railroads, electric, gas, 
telephone and _ telegraph companies 
there is no provision to adequately pro- 
tect the people against extortion. The 
commission could either be clected or 
appointed. 

iexperience has demonstrated, however. 
that it is not wise to elect those whose 
duty it is to regulate the rate of cor- 
porations, for®too often they elect’ the 
regulators. The appointive system has 
been found to be much better. 


ey Purpose of Politics. 


“The true purpose of political parties 
is to carry out the principles that ad- 
vance the public welfare. To do this. 
parties must be the servants of the 
people, not the masters of the people. 
The honest members of all parties are 
suppoged to be working according to 
their best judgment for the common 
good. There may be differences in men 
and measures, but there ought not he 
any difference in the end; all should be 
striving for the welfare‘of the people. 

“The Democratic party does not ask 
for support because it is the Democrat- 
ic party, but because it stands for prin- 
ciples that are right.

Parsons Speech Places Senator 
Long and.

TOPEKA, Kan., Oct. 6.—In one speech 
in Parsons, Kan., Representative 
Charles Curtis, avowed candidate for 
the United States Senate, made enough 
trouble for himself. United States Sen- 
aior Chester 1. Long and the Republican 
State ticket in Kansas generally to keep 
the party politicians busy explaining 
throughout the rest of the campaign. 

At Republican headquarters today 
everybody wore a troubled look. None 
of the workers would discuss the state- 
ment Mr. Curtis made in Parsons when 
he said:

Chairman Clummer of the Republican 
State Committee, when asked for a 
statement, said: 

“I don't know whether to believe that 


or not. If Curtis made any statement, 
as he is-credited, there is going to be 
a lot of trouble about it, but 1 want to 
get some more facts before I say any- 
thing about it.”’ 

‘The general impression aseems to pre- 
vail here that the reason Curtis made 
the public charge that he was defeated 
for the Senate by the Union Pacific is 
to offset the charge that has often been 
made this fall that he is under control 
of the railroads. All question the meth- 
od of refuting the charge, but gre satis- 
fied that it is true, and that Curtis has 
now started to defend himself. 

Curtis’ assertion puts Senator La Fol- 
lette’s charge against Senator Long in 
the background, for the Kansas Senator 
is now compelled to defend himself at 
home. The inference drawn from the 
Curtis statement is that it substantiates 
La "Follette’s assertion. It has put 
Senator Long on the defensive and he 
will have little time to devote to State 
politics any more this campaign, as 
he will be called on to expain how it 
all happened. 

Since Long refused to commit him- 
sef on President Roosevelt's rate pol- 
icy at Wichita a year ago, a great 
many people have had a suspicion that 
the railroads had some influence over 
the “‘short grass’ Senator, but they 
could not put their finger on anything 
that made them absolutely certain un- 
til Curtis “let the cat out of the bag” 
in his Parsons speech. 

ff any Democrat had made the 
charge it would have been easy to 
break It down, but Curtis, being a Re- 
publican Congressman, a candidate for 
re-election and one of the leading can- 
didates for U'nited States Senator, it 
makes it serious. 

Renresentative Curtis, when seen in 
Horton today, said: ‘‘No,one will deny 
that the Union Pacific took an active 
part and was instrumental in my de- 
feat for the United States Senate four 
vears ago, and, so far as I am person- 
ally eoncerned, I do not know what 
part it will take In the contest next 
winter.”’

Men who give and take bribes, 
gamblers and dive keepers, are usually 
men of either wealth or political in- 
fluence. 

“Too often they corrupt officials not 
to notice these infractions of the law 
and the officials embezzle the power re- 
posed in them by the people, for there 
is an embezzlement of power as well as 
an embezzlement of money, which is 
often more injurious to the public than 
the embegzlement of moner, but it is 
not -denounced as a crime under the 
law. No matter how corrupt the off- 
clals of a county may become, po mat- 
ter how they may fail in their duty, 
there is no adequate remedy for the 

ople of that locality under the ex-

tion of the State of Missouri that the 
State tax on property, exclusive of the 
tax to pay the bonded debt of the 
State, shall not exceed 20 cents on the 
$100 valuation, and whenever the tax- 
able property of the State shall amount 
to $900,000,000, the rate shall not exceed 
15 cents. Over ten years ago the as- 
sessed valuation of the property of the 
State reached the sum of $900,000,000, and 
since that time it has not been within 
the power of the State Legislature to 
establish a tax rate to exceed 15 cents 
for State purposes. 

“The tax rate in this State is fixed 
by ¢ghe State Legislature every two 
years, and it is now, and has been. for 
a number of years, 17 cents on the 
$100 valuation. Of this amount 2 cents 
is to pay the interest upon what are 
known as the school certificates, which 
the Democratic orators and newspapers 
are wont to describe as an in@estment. 
It is difficult to understand, however, 
why it is necessary to take one-eighth 
vf the State revenue to pay the interast 
upon these certificates: if they are in 
reality an investment. ‘ 

“Such a system of financial account- 
ing would make the Salmon Bank a 
thoroughly solvent institution and pay 
its depositors 100 cents upon the dollar.

Maury, said to be leader of a band of 
men engaged in enticing French girls 
to this country, was arrested in New 
Orleans today by officers from Fort 


W orth. 

Maury is said to have forged a 
$6000 bond in Los Angeles, where he 
was cited to appear for trial several 
months ago. Maury also operated in 
this city and fled when his 
was sought and it was through one 
of the bonds he brought here that he 
was captured. 

Susanne €ameau disappeared from 
this city last July after being tried 
on a charge of murdering a boy in 
the tenderloin district. Evidence was 
lacking and after her release she 
went to New Orleans. Word was 
sent to the New Orleans police to ar- 
rest Susanne Cameau and Maurys 
whereabouts would likely be learned 
through her. His arrest followed. 

Maury will be brought to Fort 
Worth and turned over to Immigra- 
tion Commissioner W. H. Robb. The 
gang of which he is said to be head, 
has brought several hundred girls to 
this country, and efforts are being 
made to break up its operation. The 
girls were smuggled through Pacific 
Coast sorts and over the Mexican, bor- 
der. Maury is wanted in several 
American cities and also in Europe.

Later it was dis- 
covered that they had been cut illegally, 
and one car was stopped at Shawnee 
and another at Oklahoma City. Re- 
plevin proceedings were brought itn the 
name of the United States. The suit 
at Tecumseh has been successful,

ship them by reason of the fact that the 
Indian agent at the Kuw agency allowed 
the removal of the logs from the reser- 
vations. AS a result of the investiga- 
tion made later, Deputy United States 
Marshal John Dossett arrested two 
teamsters in the employ of the outfit, 
and thus stopped further work. At that 
time 6 logs had been hauled off the 
reservation in addition to the two car 
loads shipped out.

The instrument is highly complicated 
in construction and is made up of sev- 
eral separate and distinct parts which 
are shown in the accompanying diagram 
and illustrations. These are: The per- 
forator, the typewriter, the transmitter, 
the sunflower, the bank of distributing 
relays, the separator, the main line re- 
lay, the first relay, sixth pulse and the 
receiving and sending sounders. 

Typewriter at Receiving End. 

The typewriter, contrary to what the 

name implies, is the receiving device. 


gi he perforator and the transmitter are 


the important parts in the sending mech- 
anism. . 

The typewriter is an electric or type- 
wheel machine, the carriage of which 
ls returned by a motor-driven friction 
wheel, which is controlled by a special 
electro-magnet. -The paper feed or line 
feed and the type-shift or “upper case” 
are also operated by very strong mag- 
nets. Instead of a keyboard with a 
special key and lever for each charac- 
ter, the instrument is provided with 28 
electrical magnets arranged in a circle 
In its base. The printing of a letter is 
made through the distributing relays, 
which set automatically after each let- 
ter is formed. 

After the distrfbuting relays have 
been set and the path for a certain let- 
ter formed to one of the 2 magnets 
controlling the letters a current is sent 
through the path and the letter mag- 
net. This operates the armature of the 
letter magnet, which pulls down a hook 
controlling the letter and locks it with 
a small trigger, the current passes on 
through the coils of another electro 
magnet, which operates a clutch gear 
on the shaft of a constantly revolving 
motes, 

Perforation Used First, 

This throws forward a universal bar, 
which engages and pulls forward the 
hook which controls the letter, forcing 
it against the paper and printing it, 

The perforator Is a machine used to 
perforate an ordinary paper tape. It 
consists of a set of steel punches oper- 
ated by electro magnets. The magnets 
are brought into play by a keyboard 
arrangement and the working of the 
machine is very similar to a typewrit- 
er. It has a universal keyboard, ex- 
tra keys being provided for the sig- 
nals, which control the line feed, car- 
riage return and type shifts on the re- 





ceiving apparatus. Each dépression of 
a key perforates @ space in the tape 
which corresponds to a Pulse or porticn 
of a ijetter or signal 

The message goes first to the perfora- 
tor and is punched out in dots and 
dashes on a piece of the tapa. 

This tape is then run through the 
transmitter and the message igs flashed 
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on its way to Its destination, 

The transmitter is an ordinary motor- 
driven Wheatstone transmitter. with 
simple Morse pole changes, It ts con- 
etructed to work at a very high speed. 

In leaving the transmitter the message, 
or. speaking, the current 
pulses, which form the letters. are long 
or short, corresponding to the dots and 
dashes in the tape as it passes through 
the transmitter. 

The bank of distributing relays plays 
an imoortant part in the transfer of 
messages, for it is through this mech- 
anism the current pulses pass, Ang as 
the Jetters consist of both long and 
short pulses, the relay and distribution 
of the current takes various paths in 
forming them, - 

The “bank"’ consists of five relays 
having permanently magnetized cores 
and armatures, The armature of each 
relay is controlled by, two Magnets, one 
on each side. One is called the get and 
the other the reset magnets. The set 
magnets are each connected to tiair re-

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escapement responds to the reversals of 
current received from the distant end. 
It is used to set the distributing relays. 
On the shaft of the escapement wheel is 
a 15-tooth wheel which engages and 
closes in turn six contact points. -The 
first five of these control the setting of 
the five distributing relays. The sixth 
point controls the sixth pulse. relay. 

The escapement fs so arranged that if 
a letter is destroyed by wire trouble the 
first sunflower contact is immediately 
brought into position to meet the first 
pulse of the next letter signaled, passing 
over the mistake. 

The main line relay is an ordinary dif- 
ferentially -wound relay identical with 
that in the Wheatstone system. It sim- 
ply produces the signal or letters trans- 
mitted from the distant end. 

The armature of this relay is provided 
with double contact points, one on the 
open and the other on the closed posi- 
tion. The open is called the spacing 
side and the closed the marking side. 


Process Is Complicated. 


The separator relay and the sixth 
pulse relay are also used in distributing 
and relaying the current while the 


pulses of the different letters are form- 
ing the complete character. : 

The separator relay is a two-coill re- 
lay not polarized and responds to either 
polarity of the current. The sixth pulse 
relay is a simple wound magnet acting 
upon an armature: provided with a_re- 
tractile spring. It has a front and 
back contact which does not ‘‘break”’ 
until the armature has traveled a cer- 
tain distance, breaking the current and 
rte it to the different parts of the 
other instrument as the demand from 
the letter pulsations develops. 

The reteiving key and and sounder are 
used to keep the dispatcher and receiver 
in communication, whenever an error is 
made in transmission. 

In sending or receiving a message 
each signal or letter consists of six 
pulses, three positive or spacing, 
and three negative or working. These 
pulses may be long or short with the 
exception of the sixth or last, which 
is always long, or a positive pulse.

The next pulse being short, moves 
the escapement forward and closes the 
second sunflower contact, but the sepa- 
rator relay, not responding to the short 
ppulses, the second distributing relay !s 
not energized. The third, fourth and 
fifth pulses act in the same way. The 
Sixth pulse moves the escapement for- 
ward and closes the sixth sunflower 
contact. This controls a circuit which 
controls the sixth pulse rélay. This cir- 
cuit branches off and part of it goes 
through a spring contact on the back 
ef the sixth pulse relay, thence through 
the path formed by the contact points 
on the armatures of the distributing re- 
lays and operates the letter magnet 
under the base of the typewriter, pull- 
ing down the letter hook and printing 
the character. 

Messages Are Inspected. 

While the current has been passing 
through the contacts on the sixth pulse 
armature, the armature is moving slow- 
ly forward. It has quite a distance to 
travel and a spring is so adjusted that 
it does not break the confact until the 
front contact is nearly ready to close. 
The sixth pulse armature finally closes 
the front contact and sends a current 
through the entire bank of distributing 
relays, setting them for the next letter 
of the message. All the letters and 
characters are, of course, formed by 
different pulsations, but the action on 
the mechanism is practicaily the same. 

All messages are inspected by a 
rinting clerk, who sits in front of 
he receiving machine.as they are re- 
corded. The messages are then handed 
to a proofreader, whose duty is to to

Old-Style Telegraphy. 

The development of the telegraph 
which has carried it up to its present 
high standard of efficiency is one of 
the most interesting chapters in scien- 
tific history. From the time when the 
most remote nations of the earth built 
their fires to warm, by smoke in the 
day, and by light in the night, of the 
approach of an evening, down to the 
present day, signals, which even now 
form the foundation of our telegraphic 
system, were used to carry messages 
from one point to another. 

The North American Indians made use 
of regular stations over the western 
country for their fire signals and con- 
versed with them. 

An old writer, Bishop Wilkins, in a 
book of his entitled ‘‘Mercury, or the 
Secret and Swift Messenger,’’ describes 
a method of conversing at a distance 
with three lights, or torches, at night, 
which may. be used so as to indicate 
the 24 necessary letters of the alphabet, 
these being divided into classes of eight 
letters, severally designated by one, two 
or three torches, and the number of the 
letter by the number of times the 
torches are elevated or displayed. 

Messages by Signal. 

The first working telegraph.of much 
importance was that known as Chaffe’s, 
which was brought into use during the 
wars of the French Revolution. At 
the top of a tall post he attached a 
cross bar upon a pivot, so that it could 
be easily turned from a horizontal to 
an inclined position. Bach end of this 
cross bar carried a short arm, which 
could also turn upon its pivot so as 
to stand in any posigion in relation to 
the bar. The movements were made 
by means of ropes which passed 
through the bar and down the post. 
This apparatus admitted of 256 distinct 
signals, but Chaffe limited its use to 
16, each one of which represented a let- 
ter of an abbreviated alphabet he had 
devised. The recapture of Lille was 
conveyed in 1794 by this machine to 
Paris in an hour after the troops of the 
Republic had entered the place.

GERONIMO 1S NOT 
PRISONER OF WAR 


Apaches Merely Living on Mili- 
tary Reservation, Says 
the Quartermaster. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch, 


LAWTON, O.-T., Oct. 6.—“The Apache 
Indjans are not prisoners of war,” said 
Lieut. Purington, Quartermaster at Fort 
Sill. 

“People generally have a mistaken 


idea about this and I get letters from 
all parts of the country making inquiry 
about it. Why, some of them think the 
Indians. are in chains and are not al- 
lowed to move about only upon permis- 
sion of the military authorities.’’ 

Lieut. Purington then proceeded to} 
state that Geronimo and his band, after 
being captured in Arizona by Gen. Miles, 
were brought to the Fort Sill reserva- | 
tion only upon agreement that they 
would lay down arms against the whites. | 
There was no treaty of peace nor any | 
official act of the War Department that} 
would warrant the holding of these In- ! 
dians as prisoners of war during these | 
past 20 years. 

‘ft wouldn't mind being an Apache my- 
self for a little while, continued the 
Quartermaster, who has the affairs of | 
the Apache Indians in charge at Fort! 
Sill. ‘‘Next to the Osages they are the | 
richest Indians in the country, not in | 
land, for they have none, but in cattle 
and other sources of revenue. There} 
are now 251 members of the tribe. men, | 
women and children, and they have on 
the reservation at this time 7000 head 
of cattle. The revenue obtained from 
the increase of these cattle and from 
the selling of hay and other products 
makes an immense aggregate.’’ 

The Apaches are permitted to cut hay 
from certain parts of thé military res- | 
ervation and to sell it. rge contracts, 
however, are executed by Lieut. Puring- 
ton. Of the loads of hay that are dis- 
posed of locally no account is kept.

GHOMINIOUS Loss 


Shurtleff, Which Was Recently 
Defeated hy Central High, 
Beats Varsity Eleven. 


In one of the sorriest exhibitions of 
football ever exhibited by a Washing- 
tan University team, the wearers of 
the time-honored Myrtle and Maroon 
were defeated by Shurtleff College in 
the Studium Saturday afternoon, 16 to 
0. The extent of this defeat can be bet- 
ter appreciated when it is remembered 
that just one week ago Central High 
School dfeated Shurtleff on their own 
grounds 6 to 0. Washington has the 
poorest team in its history this year. 

The game was the first opportunity 
the local followers of football had of 
witnessing the new rules demonstrated. 
The new style of play was scarcely giv- 
en a full trial. Both teams seeming- 
ly oblivious to the patent fact that they 
gaining no ground insisted on rushing 
the ball along the old stereotyped forms 
of last year. Washington four times 
tried the forward pass.

YOUNG JUDGE 1S 
DIVORCE ENEMY 


As Attorney He Declined Many 
Cases, Now Issues Lim- 


ited Decrees. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 


JEFFERSONVILLE, Ind., Oct. 6.—A 
judicial foe of the divorce evil, who has 
attracted attention by his efforts tu 
suppress this demoralizing feature orf 
modern society, is Harry <. Montgom- 
ery, the young occupant of the bench of 
the Clark Circuit Court. Judge Mont- 
gomery not only believes that in his own 
hands and those of other judges, as well 
as in those of practicing attorneys 
everywhere, is the remedy for this evil, 
but he has put his theories into prac- 
tice. During his careér as an attor- 
ney he was successful frequently in 
warding off divorce actions by recom- 
mending to clients who consulted nim 
that they return after a certain number 
of days. : , 

‘In & majority of those cases,’’ says 
Judge Montgomery, ‘‘they never re- 
turned. I learned during my term as 
prosecuting attorney that in many in- 
stances divorce actions were the result 
of hasty consultations with attorneys 
following family quarrels that were gen- 
erally very trivial. I realized then that 
whenever the husband or wife happened 
to be sensitive and was made a defend- 
ant in such a proceeding, with the sub- 
sequent publicity given the details, the 
chances of reconciliation were few. Of 
course, like any other attorney, should 
the party return at the specified time 
and insist on the suit being filed, 1 
would act accordingly.”’ 

Judge Montgomery was the first cir- 
cuit judge im Indiana to enter decrees 
granting what is known as a limited 
divorce. This decree is made possible by 
a recent act of the Legislature. Judge 
Montgomery is one of the youngest cir- 
cult judges in Indiana.

Picture of Christ Flashed Upon 
Patients at Insane 
Hospital.

NORRISTOWN, Pa., Oct. 6.—An elec- 
trically illuminated portrait of Christ 
was flashed upon the patients in the 
State Hospital for the Insane here in 
the belief that it would have beneficial 
effects upon the defective minds of the 
unfortunates.

Cafferty, acting resident physician of 
the men’s department, the general run 
of the so-called insane have brains only 
regionally defective, and therefore sub- 
ject to treatment and correction. 

Dr. D. D. Richardson, late predeces- 
sor of Dr. McCafferty, conceived the 
kiea that there were many of his pa- 
tients who might be cured by sugges- 
tion. He noticed that at chavel services 
the patients ob:ervei the greatest rev- 
erence, and the religious exercises 
formed almost the sole topic of the talk 
during the week. With this interest as 
a basis he figured that if an electrical- 
ly-illuminated likeness of Christ were 
suddenly flashed before the eyes 
of these with affected brains, {t might 
have the effect of at least partly re- 
storing the dethroned reason. 

As the opinions of Dr. Richardson 
were always held in high regard, the 
management carried out his plans, and 
at the services conducted by Rev. E. P. 
Pfatteicher, pastor of the Evangelical 
Lutheran Church of the Trinity, the 
picture was displayed for the first time. 
It illustrated the saying of Jesus: “Be- 
hold | stand at the door and knock.”

Spring” in Forest Park, by Acting City 
Chemist Thomas A. Buckland, attracted

One of my pa- 
tients first told me how good it is. I have heard 
as many good reports in favor of the spring as 
I have ever heard for any other spring water. 

e analysis as published would indicate tha it 
ought to be beneficial in the treatment of stom- 
ach, liver and kidney disorders.” 

The line of carriages, automobiles, bicycles and 
sacidle horses, together with the pedestrians, about 
this spring on week days and the much larger 
gatherings on Sundays, indicate the popularity of 
the water. The “Wells Spring” drinkers are in- 
creasing rapidly, 

“Wells Spring” is protected by a little pavilion, 
with red tile roof, and the sunken concrete floor, 
on one side of which are the gushing waters and 
the leaking tin cups, is entered by two triple-step 
ways. A road called “Spring Drive” encircles the 
pavilion, and is‘ reached: by one of the drives 
through the forest trees from the Lindell entrance.

NNOUNCEMENT by official publicity agents 
of the United States Government a_§ few 
davs ago that advertisements would be pub- 

lished calling for 2500 Chinese “coolies.” as the first 
lot of an army of probably 30,000, for work on the 
Panama Canal, and asking for bids from contractors, 
has excited much discussion. Accompanying these 
announcenients were statements in explanation of 
the methods of Operation by the biz “coolie” contraet 
companies. 

The statement that these com panies are “surpris- 
ingly humane” and that their traffie has the sanc- 
tion of the Chinese Government itself, have drawn 
a protest from leaders of labor. They point out that 
the Chinese Government is notoriously corrupt and 
contend that the records of “coolie” contract labor 
are stained with crime. They denounce the traffic 
as slavery. 

It is explained that the contract companies use 
missionaries or Chinamen knowing English in round- 
ing up “only perfect men” of the vellow race for 
eontract labor.
